New Use for 8ugar Beets. 
An entirely new use, and one that 
may in time become very important, 
has been discovered tor sugar beets. 
This is the making of them into flour 
This flour is now being manufactured 
in considerable quantities at Suresnes. 
France, where an immense dryer has 
been built for the purpose. 
The first part of the process consists 
in chopping up the beets and drying 
the water out of them. They contain 
to start with 72 per cent of water, 
nearly all of which Is 
removed by 
evaporation. By this means 100 pounds 
of dry material is obtained from 357 
pounds of beets. 
This dry material contains more 
than 70 per cent, of sugar and there­ 
fore on being ground to a fine meal Is 
exceedingly sweet and adapted to the 
making of cakes and puddings. The 
sugar beet flour is estimated to con­ 
tain something like 82 per cent, of 
pure nutrim ent—Baker's Weekly.

“benefit assessment special road dis­ 
trict” formed in the state of Missouri 
was organized at Pleasant Hill, Cass 
county, on Jiuy 14, and is six miles 
wide and ten miles long, containing 
sixty sections of land. 
This covers the ten miles of the 
proposed state rock road in that coun­ 
ty and will enable those people to 
raise sufficient revenue to construct 
their rock road at once, and whether 
the state highway is located oh the 
southern route or not, those people 
intend to build their rock road. 
Three automobile loads of hustlers 
started out from Pleasant Hill on the 
morning of the 14th, and a t the round­ 
up in the ©Veiling hád secured the 
signatures of the owners of about 
three-fourths at the total acres within 
the district, while being required to 
secure only a majority. 
Under the ’aw providing for “bene­ 
fit assessment road districts,” acres 
rather than men are voted, each land 
owner having one vote for each acre 
he owns; and the land adjoining th* 
proposed rock road pays a higher pro­ 
portion of the cost than the land fur­ 
ther away, as it is presumed to de­ 
rive a greater' benefit. 
A vofe of a majority of the acres 
within such districts determines hV 
propositions to be considered, and the 
''ost of construction may be all paid 
at once or distributed over twenty 
years, as the, majority decides.
